Confidential Information. 

Firms in the United Kingdom desirous of receiving confidential inform- 
ation as to opportunities for the extension abroad Of those branches of trade 
in which they are specially interested, and as to other connected matters, 
may, upon application, have their names placed on a Special Register at the 
Department of Commercial Intelligence. 

The confidential information communicated to firms so registered relates 
mainly to openings for British trade abroad, and is received from His 
Majesty’s Trade Commissioners and the Imperial Trade Correspondents in 
the British Dominions, the Board of Trade Correspondents in other parts of 
the Empire, and from His Majesty’s Consular Officers in Foreign Countries, 
supplemented by information frora other sources available to the Depart- 
ment of Commercial Intelligence. 

Firms inscribed on the Register may indicate the particular lines of trade 
to which the information to be sent to them should relate, and a classified 
list of subjects is sent to all applicants for registration with this object. 
During 1916, 575 separate circulars were issued (to the uumber of 128,662 
copies) to firms on the Special Register interested in the particular branches 
of trade to which the circulars related. 

A small charge is made for the service, which includes the reqular supply 
of the “ Board of Trade Journal.” Firms whose names are inscribed on the 
Register are required to pay an anuual fee of One Guinea to the Accountant- 
General of the Board of Trade, 7, Whitehall Gardens, London, S.W. 1. 

The “Journal” itself contains information as to openings for British 
trade abroad and as to other matters of interest to British traders generally. 
Information published in it is not repeated by circular to firms whose names 
are on the Special Register; the contidential information communicated to 
the latter is confined to matters which, at the time, have not been published 
in the *‘ Journal,” or are not intended to be published at all. 

Firms in the United Kingdom who wish to have their names inscribed on 
the Special Register should apply in writing to the Comptroller-General of 
the Department of Commercial Intelligence, 73, Basinghall Street, London, 
E.C. 2, for the necessary form of application. 

N.B.—Admission to the Register, and retention upon it, are at the dis- 
cretion of the Board of Trade.

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SAMPLES OF GERMAN AND AUSTRIAN GOODS. 


Exhibition at the Department of Commercial Intelligence. 

An Exhibition of samples of goods of enemy manutacture, including many 
recent additions, is now being held in the new Sample Rooms of the 
Department of Commercial Intelligence (Sth Floor), 73,5 Basinghall Stree ry 
London, E.C. 2. 

The Exhibition will be open to British mannfacturers and exporters of 
British goods every week-day between the hours of 10 a.m. and 5 p.m. ; 
Saturdays 10 a.m. to 1 p.m. 

The samples, which number approximately 35,000, are of considerable 
variety, and are labelled with prices (where available), and the name of the 
country in which the goods are sold. Certain of the samples represent 
quite recent designs from enemy sources, and should be of interest to British 
manufacturers desirous of obtaining information respecting the new style oi 
goods at present being manufactured in enemy countries. 

The markets represented by the samples are as follows :—United Kingdom, 
British India, Canada, Australia. New Zealend, Africa (South, East and 
North), Russia, Sweden, Netherlands, Denmark, France, Portugal, Italy, 
United States of America, Central and South America, Siam, China, and 
other Far Eastern markets. 

A general list of the samples on exhibition appeared on p, 155 of the 
“ Board of Trade Journal” of 26th April; attention may, however, be called 
to the following exhibits of special interest :— 

There is a good range of about 300 samples of brass, nickelled, brass 
gold-bronzed, and brass-coppered stamped metal goods. The samples 
mainly consist of door and drawer handles, brackets, keyhole fronts, 
letter-box plates, etc., and are all designs suitable for the Indian and other 
markets. Each sample is ticketed with its wholesale buying price, and 
discounts are shown. 

An exhibit that should be of interest to firms using galalith and 
celluloid in their manufactures is a varied collection of “ Bakelite” produc- 
tions. This substance is now being made in the United Kingdom under 
another trade name, and, as the samples on view indicate, is not only suitable 
for practically every purpose to which celluloid and galalith are being applied, 
but is also capable of being utilised for many other purposes. 

A collection of samples of stationery illustrates designs and patterns of 
recent enemy productions in scraps, picture post-cards, greeting cards, ceramic 
transfers, painting books, memo. headings, envelopes, filter papers, wall- 
papers, etc. the bulk of these being special designs for the South and Centra] 
American markets. The picture post-cards for these markets are quite 
singular in subject and design, and are of considerable interest to firms pro- 
posing to do business in Latin American countries, where the standard of 
taste in such matters is of quite a distinct character.

RESTRICTION ON DEALING IN TIMBER.

No timber purchased in Russia prior to Ist January, 1917, shall be sold or 
offered for sale otherwise than to the Director of Timber Supphes or to 
persons duly authorised on his behalf, or at prices exceeding by more than 
ten per cent. the price at which the said timber was purchased by the present 
owner thereof, provided that nothing contained in this Order shall have 
reference to any timber now in stock in the United Kingdom,

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REQUISITION OF STOCKS OF IMPORTED SOFT WOOD. 

The Secretary of the War Office notifies that, in pursuance of the powers 
conferred on them by the Defence of the Realm Regulations, the Army 
Council have taken possession of all stecks of imported soft wood held by 
merchants and agents in the United Kingdom, of 250 standards and upwards. 

Stockholders are further required to make, within seven days, a return of 
such stocks to the Government Timber Buyer, Mr. Montagu Meyer, 
Palmerston House, E.C. 2, on a form which may be obtained from the 
Director of Timber Supplies, A.D.T.8S.i1., Caxton House, Tothill Street, 
Westminster, S.W. 1. 





WAR RISKS INSURANCE. 
‘* Approved Steamers ” and Transhipment. 

In view of the uncertainty, in the existing conditions, as to the steamer 
or steamers into which transhipment may be made during the ocean voyage, 
it has been decided by the War Risks [nsurance Office, with the approval of 
the Board of Trade, that if the original coasting steamer (if any) and ocean 
steamer are both eligible under H.M. Governments war risks insurance 
scheme, the warranty of shipment by an approved vessel shall be deemed to 
have been complied with for the whole voyage, irrespective of any subsequent 
transhipment.

NEW DEFENCE OF THE REALM REGULATION. 


Restriction on Transfers to Foreigners of Interests or Shares in 
United Kingdom Mines. 

An Order-in-Council, dated 2nd May, further amends the Regulations 
(called the ‘‘ Defence of the Realm Regulations ”) under the Defence of the 
Realm Consolidation Act, 1914, for securing the public safety and the 
defence of the Realm. The Order referred to orders, inter alia, the following 
amendment to be made :— 


2. After Regulation 308 the following regulation shall be inserted :— 

‘30BB.—A person shall not without the consent of the Board of Trade 

transfer or agree to transfer to or for the benefit of an alien or a foreign 
controlled company any interest in any mine to which this regulation 
applies, or any share, stock, debenture, or other security issued by any 
company owning such a mine, or accept or agree to accept such 4a 
transfer. 

If a person acts in contravention of this regulation he shall be guilty 

of a summary offence against these regulations. 

For the purposes of this regulation the expression “foreign controlled 

company ” means any corporation— 

(a) where the majority of the directors or persons occupying the 
position of directors, by whatever name called, are not British sub- 
jects ; or 

(b) where the majority of the voting power is in the hands of persons 

who are not British subjects, or who exercise their voting powers 

directly or indirectly on behalf of persons who are not British sub- 
jects ; or 

c) where the control is by any other means whatever in the hands of 
persons who are not British subjects ; or, 

(d) where the executive is a foreign controlled company, or where the 
majority of the executive are appointed by a foreign controlled 
company. 


The mines to which this regulation applies are mines situated in the 
United Kingdom from which any ores of the following metals are extracted, 
that is to say, copper, lead, tin, tungsten, zinc, or any other meta] which may 
hereafter be added by order of the Board of Trade.”

DEALING IN WOOL AND TOPS SUSPENDED. 


‘he Colonial Wool Section of the Army Contracts Department notifies that 
as some misunderstanding appears to exist in various quarters as to the 
interpretation of the Army Council Order, dated 19th April, suspending 
dealings in wool and tops,* the following Order has been made with a view 
to clearing up the position. The new Order, which is dated 30th April, is 
intended as a temporary measure only and will be revoked simultaneously 
with the Order of 19th April, of which due notice will be given. 


ORDER. 


Alpaca, Mohair, Camel Hair, Cashmere or Goat’s Hair. 
“In pursuance of the powers conferred on them by the Defence of the 
Realm Regulations the Army Council hereby order as follows :— 
‘No person shall. from the date hereof buy or sell or offer to buy or sell 
any alpaca, mohair, camel hair, cashmere or goat’s hair, except under permit 
issued by or on behalf of the Director of Army Contracts.” 


The following further announcements regarding wool have been issued by 
the War Office :— 

Coloured Merino Noils. 

As it appears from the number of enquiries made that uncertainty exists 
on the subject, the War Office (Wool Section) notifies for the information of 
all concerned that the Army Council Order of 30th March last with reference 
to merino noils, refers to all such noils, whether white, black, or coloured. 
At present, however, the Department do not desire that samples of black or 
coloured noils should be submitted to them. 

In this connection, it should be borne in mind that the Order of 19th 
April* prohibits all dealings in noils whether coloured or otherwise, pending 
a review of the whole position by the Central Wool Advisory Committee. 


Noils. 

The War Office (Wool section) desire to state that, in order to avoid con- 
gestion of noils on combers’ premises, permits to remove them to other 
premises will be granted on application to the Officer in charge of Noils, 
War Department, Manor Row Warehouse, Bradford. 

Under the Army Council Order of 19th April* no sales of noils are per- 
mitted until further notice, and licences to sell merino noils already issued 
are hereby suspended until the above Order is revoked. 

Holders of white merino noils, carbonised as well as raw, except users, 
are reminded that samples of all such noils in their possession must be sent 
to the Director of Army Contracts, Room 552, Imperial House, Tothill 
Street, S.W. 1, if they have not already done so.

As soon as the Order of the 19th April* is revoked licences to sell rejected 
lots will again become operative. 

lf the parcels are sold intact, the licence should be endorsed and trans- 
ferred to the purchaser. If any parcel which has been licensed is sold in 
separate lots the seller must give a contract note and insert the original 
licence number. 

Crossbred Tops. 

The Army Council are requisitioning all crossbred tops suitable for 
military purposes, whether sold or unsold (see notice on p. 229 of the 
‘Board of Trade Journal” of Srd May). Samples must be sent to the War 
Department, Top Distribution Office, Great Northern Hotel, Bradford. 
After examination of the sample, suitable tops will be taken over and the 
remainder will be released for delivery and invoiced in pursuance of 
contracts for sale effected before the issue of the Army Council Order of 
19th April* prohibiting the sale of wool, tops and noils. Payment will be made 
on the basis of the civilian issue prices published on 11th January, 1917. 





TRADING IN THIN STEEL SHEETS. 


The Director of Steel Production, Ministry of Munitions, has issued the 
following notices, under date 16th April, relative to the release of thin stee] 
sheets :— 

The Committee appointed by the Ministry of Munitions has decided that, 
until further notice, all tinplates at present held in stock by manufacturers 
and merchants, and arising in tinplate works, may be sold for the home trade 
only, without restriction of any kind, with the exception of the following :— 

Schedule of prime, unassorted, and waster tinplates which must be 
retained to be sold only for certified war work :—

Note.—It is permissible to sell without restriction any line of stock of 
which the total quantity held does not exceed one ton, irrespective of size, 
substance and quality. 

Orders for certified war work ure to be in accordance with clauses 9 
and 10 of the Order, dated 20th November, 1916, regarding the Control of 
Steel Supplies (see pp. 574-6 of the “ Board of Trade Journal” of 23rd 
November last). 

Manufacturers may sell any such goods as are not included in the above 
schedule, but particulars ot freshly accruing stock must be included in the 
fortnightly list forwarded in accordance with the circular issued by the 
Secretary of the Welsh Plate and Steel Manufacturers’ Association, such list 
to contain also particulars of all unsold stock retained for war purposes, and 
to be sent on the first and sixteenth days of each month, commencing Ist May. 

All tinplate manufacturers must understand that no prime, waster or 
unassorted plates sold ew stock for certified war work are to be replaced, and 
therefore, if a class “A” or “B” certificate and Government contract 
reterence and number, or Ministry of Munitions permit reference and 
number, is received in connection with the sale of such stock, it must not 
be used for procuring further supplies of steel. 


‘The Committee appointed by the Ministry of Munitions has also decided that 
the following goods at present held in stoek by manufacturers and merchants 
be released for sale in the home trade only without restrictions of any kind, 
irrespective of size, substance, quality or quantity :— 

Tinned sheets. 
lead-coated sheets. 
Circles (black or tin, lead or terne coated).

This release applies only to actual present existing stocks, and does not 
apply to tinplates, or black steel s/eets. 

Full details of any freshly accruing lots must be sent to the Director of 
Steel Production, (Room 383), Ministry of Munitions, Whitehall Place, S.W. 1, 
on the first and sixteenth days of each month, commencing Ist May, and 
manufacturers may take it for granted that if they do not receive nctice to 
the contrary by the tenth or twenty-fifth day of each month that they are 
at liberty to dispose of the goods enumerated on their fresh lists. 

All manufacturers must understand that plates sold ex. stock for certitied 
war work are not to be replaced, and, therefore, if a Class ‘‘ A” or “B” 
certificate and Government contract reference and number, or Ministry of 
Munitions permit reference and number, is received in connection with the 
sale of such stock, it must not be used for procuring further supplies of 
steel. 


FOOD ORDERS AND NOTIFICATIONS. 
The Ministry of Food has issued the following announcements :— 


“The Maize, Barley and Oats (Restriction) Order, 1917.” 

Under this Order maize, barley and oats and their products may be used 
only for seed or human and animal food, and tapioca, sago, manioc and 
arrowroot are restricted to use in human food, ‘The Order came into force 
on 9th May. (D.C.1. 28,185.)

TRADE CONDITIONS ABROAD. 


CANADA (Ontario).—The Imperial ‘Trade Correspondent at ‘Toronto 
(Mr. F. W. Field) reports, under date }lst March, that general conditions in 
Ontario are good; wholesale houses report an excellent spring season and 
the retail] trade is active. The price of practically all commodities continues 
torise. There is a marked shortage of both skilled and unskilled labour 
which has had the effect of postponing a number of building and other 
enterprises, and has consequently reduced the volume of purchases of 
building materials, general supplies, ete. 

The Canadian railways have issued new tariffs, providing for a general 
increase in class and commodity freights by rail and water, amounting to 
20 per cent. These increases were expected to become effective on 2nd April 
and 23rd April respectively. There is still a congestion in transportation. 
Goods traffic is slow, but a gradual improvement in this connection is taking 
place. Navigation was opened on lake Ontario between Toronto and 
Hamilton on 30th March, and this will help to relieve the situation to some 
extent. 

Owing to export restrictions in the United Kingdom an increasingly large 
number of lines of British merchandise are difficult, if not impossible, to 
obtain in the Canadian market. The deficiency is being supplied by Canadian 
and American firms. Larger quantities of Japanese goods are being shown 
in Canada, and Japan is exhibiting great activity in the Canadian market. 


(D.C.1. 21,157.) 
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MEXICO (Jalisco).—The British Vice-Consul at Guadalajara (Mr. A. H. 
Harrison) reports that during 1916 imports into the State of Jalisco from 
the United Kingdom, and from Western Europe generally, practically 
ceased, owing to the difficulties in getting orders filled and to the disorganisa- 
tion of the Mexican railways. 

Speaking generally, the United States is looked to as the only available 
source of supply at present. Owing, however, to the extreme risk and 
difficulty of shipment of goods by railway, United States’ traders have not 
been able to take much advantage of the present situation. 

The tronmongery business in all its branches offers the best opening for 
British trade in the Guadalajara district. All except an entirely insig- 
nificant amount of this trade has always been in the hands of Germans; 
they are firmly established in large wholesale and retail shops carrying large 
and varied stocks of goods which are mostly of German manufacture, 
although some American goods, principally fine tools and firearms, are 
handled by them. With their selling business they combine foundry work 
and repair shops. 

There does not seem to be any reason why a considerable part of this very 
profitable trade should not be captured by British manutacturers. The only 
practicable way to compete successfully would be the establishment in 
Guadalajara of good wholesale and retail shops, for which there is an 
excellent opening. Wholesale importing agents, who have no opportunity 
of bringing their goods before the general public and have no British 
retailers to whom they can sell, are at a great disadvantage and can never 
take the place of able shopkeepers. 

In normal times considerable quantities of certain kinds of textiles were 
imported from the United Kingdom. Stocks of these are now either very 
low or entirely depleted, with the exception of cotton thread, of which the 
stocks locally are still sufficient. It seems likely that the importation of 
certain classes of textiles might be increased. 

Sole leather was formerly imported from the United States, but two local 
tanneries are now turning out a good quality of sole leather which appears 
likely to supersede the imported article. Leather for the uppers of the 
better classes of boots and shoes was formerly all imported from Germany ; 
the kinds principally used are bow-calf (oscaria) and kid (glacé), and these are 
now being obtained from the United States. <A local tannery is producing 
a moderately good box-calf, but not equal to the imported article. 

Bottles were formerly imported from Germany, but recently they have 
been purchased from a Mexican factory, whose products are equally good 
and much cheaper, and are likely to supply the demand in future. 

(D.C.1. 18,286.)

RUSSIA.—The British Vice-Consul at Berdiansk (Mr. J. Greaves), writing 
on the subject of openings for United Kingdom trade in Russia, points out 
that, as a result of the war, very large numbers of Russian peasants who had 
never before left their homes, and were therefore considerably behind the 
times, have recently travelled by rail and steamer, and have seen and used 
machinery. The men who return to their villages after the war will have, 
he says, a very different outlook upon life. One has only to talk with 
returned soldiers to notice this. The feeling against the Germans is very 
strong. The prohibition of spirits has not only put money into the 
hands of the people, it has increased their wage-earning and purchasing 
powers. 

Again, in ordinary times, industrial Russia is unable to meet her own 
demands for manufactured goods, and the markets are now depleted. All 
these factors must be taken into account in considering future trade with 
Russia. British goods still enjoy the highest reputation for quality in Russia, 
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and most Russians know British traders to be straightforward in business 
matters. The United Kingdom should, therefore, be able to obtain a con- 
siderable share of trade with Russia after the war. 

Although much has been written about the futility of sending to Russia 
catalogues and price lists in English, which give prices in English currency 
and f.o.b. United Kingdom ports, these are continually being received with 
requests for the recommendation of responsible buyers. All this is waste 
of time, energy and paper, and can lead to nothing, as the Russian is especially 
shy about buying anything on the strength of advertisements or catalogues. 

If a firm wishes to trade with Russia, it must either do business through 
a responsible general agent, or open one or more warehouses at central points. 
From such a warehouse travellers can visit tradespecple in other towns, 
and buyers can call and chat with the management there, and have goods 
shown and explained to them. Warehouses of this kind may, of course, 
belong to a combination of several firms whose goods do not compete with 
each other. 

Offices and showrooms, with samples, where it is intended to take orders 
for execution, will seldom prove successful. A stock is necessary, and it 
should never be allowed to ran out. (D.C.1. 19,345.) 





POSITION AS REGARDS PATENTS IN BRITISH INDIA. 


The official “ Indian Trade Journal’ (Calcutta) of 25rd March publishes 
the text of a Memorandum forwarded by the Government of India to the 
local governments and administrations, dealing with proposed changes in the 
trade policy of the country after the war, from which the following extracts 
relative to the position as regards patents have been taken :— 

The Indian Patents and Designs (Temporary Rules) Act, 1915, and the 
Rules made thereunder, give the Controller of Patents and Designs full power 
to avoid or suspend patents or designs held or registered by or tor the benefit 
of enemy subjects, or applications in connection therewith ; to grant licenses 
to persons other than such subjects to make, sell or use the patented inven- 
tion or registered design so avoided or suspended; and to extend the times 
prescribed by the maim Act (Act IL. of 1911). 

The temporary Rules will be in force for six months after the war is over. 
When these temporary Rules cease to be appiicable, there will be a reversion 
to the conditions under the main Act. 

All patentees, whether friends or enemies, may find after the war that their 
patents have either lapsed or have been unworked owing to trade conditions. 
Accordingly, there may be a desire for concessions beyond those afforded by 
the temporary Rules during the six months after the war, such as the exten- 
sion of time to pay renewal fees, but the provisions of the main Act will 
apparently suffice. 

If the patent has absolutely lapsed owing to non-payment of renewal fees, 
it can be restored under Section 16. ‘This will not, however, apply to exclusive 
privileges which were obtained under the 1888 Act and were not converted 
into patents under Section 81 of the 1911 Act. They will lapse irrevocably 
unless special provision is made, but such cases will be so few that it scarcely 
seems worth while to make any special provision. In case of necessity, a 
clause in the next amending Act, or an Ordinance, might extend Section 16 
to such cases for a period of six months extra. 

If the patentee has been unable to work his patent, he may ask for a special 
concession by way of (a) reduced or remitted renewal fees and (b) extension 
of the term of his patent. As regards both these cases sufficient powers 
exist under Sections 57, 77 and 16. (D.C.1. 22,746.) 
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IMPERIAL WAR CONFERENCE. 
Resolutions bearing on Trade. 

The Secretary of State for the Colonies has issued a brief statement 
respecting the work done by the Imperial War Conference, which is 
approaching the end of its labours. Such of the resolutions passed by the 
Conference as can now be made public are contained in the statement and 
have been fully published in the press; only those resolutions which have 
a bearing on trade are, therefore, quoted below :— 

Trade Commissioners’ Service of the Board of Trade. a 

“That the Imperial War Conference welcomes the proposed increase of the 
Board of Trade service of Trade Commissioners and its extension throughout 
the British Kmpire in accordance with the recommendations of the Dominions 
Royal Cominission, and recommends that the Governments concerned should 
co-operate so as to make that service as useful as possible to the Empire as a 
‘whole, especially for the promotion of Inter-I[mperial Trade.” 

Patents and Trade Marks. 

“That the Imperial War Conference commeiuds the proposals of the Board 
of Trade in the Memorandum on patents and trade marks to the careful 
consideration of the several constituent Governments of the Empire.” 

Mineral Resources of the Empire. 

“That it is desirable to establish in London an Imperial Mineral Resources 
Bureau, upon which sheuld be represented Great Britain, the Dominions, 
India, and other parts of the Empire. 

*'The Bureau shonld be charged with the duties of collection of information 
from the appropriate Departments of the Governments concerned, and other 
sources, regarding the mineral resources and the metal requirements of the 
Empire, and of advising from time to time what action, if any, may appear 
desirable to enable such resources to be developed and made available to 
meet the metal requirements of the Empire. 

“That the Conference recommends that His Majesty’s Government should, 
while having due regard to existing institutions, take immediate action for 
the purpose .. establishing such a Bureau, and should as soon as possible 
submit a scheme for the consideration of the other Governments summoned 
to the Conference.” 





Taxation of Incomes. 

“That the present system of double income taxation within the Empire 
calls for review in relation— 

(1) To firms in the United Kingdom doing business with the Over- 
seas Dominions, India and the Colonies ; 

(2) ‘lo private individuals resident in the United Kingdom, who have 
capital invested elsewhere in the Empire, or who depend upon remit- ‘ 
tances from elsewhere within the Empire; and 

(3) ‘To its influence on the investment of capital in the United King- 
dom, the Dominions and India, and to the effect of any change on the 
position of British capital invested abroad. 

* The Conference, therefore, urges that this matter should be taken in hand 
immediately after the conclusion of the war, and that an amendment of the 
law should be made which will remedy the present unsatisfactory position.” 

Development of Imperial Resources. 
Imperial Preference: Hmuigration. 

“'That the time has arrived when all possible encouragement should he 
given to the development of Imperial resources, and especially to making the 
Empire independent of other countries in respect of food supplies, raw 
materials and essential industries. With these objects in view this Confer- 
ence expresses itself in favour of— 

(1) ‘The principle that each part of the Empire, having due regard 
to the interests of our Allies, shall give specially favourable treatment 
and facilities to the produce and manufactures of other parts of the 

Kimpire ; 

2) Arrangements by which intending emigrants from the United 

Kingdom may be induced to settle in countries under the British flag.” 
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INDUSTRIAL AND SCIENTIFIC RESEARCH IN CANADA. 

The Imperial Trade Correspondent at ‘Toronto (Mr. F. W. Field) has for- 
warded, under date 19th february, a copy of a statement issued by the 
Honorary Advisory Counci! on Industrial and Scientific Researvk which was 
appointed by the Dominion Government in December, 1916 (see p. 41 of the 
* Board of Trade Journal” of 4th January, L917). 

[t is stated that some forty projects,each bearing on vital phases of scientific 
conservation and development of Canada’s natural resources, have been 
submitted to the Council. Each one is being carefully considered, with a 
view to applying the scientific and well-considered principles of technical 
research to the solution of the industrial problems of Canada, both tor the 
present and for the future. 

Some of the larger projects now in view include a comprehensive industrial 
census ; the training and utilisation in industrial establishments of “efficiency 
experts ;”’ the creation of technical laboratories at the great industrial centres 
to give free help to manufacturers in solving their problems; the utilisation 
and development of fuel resources, particularly those of the Prairie 
Provinces; and the preservation of the diminishing timber resources of 
Eastern Canada. 

Industrial Census. 

The Council will issue questionnaires to Canadian manufacturers, technical 
societies, Government Departments, and universities, asking for information 
with reference to the laboratories and various other agencies of research now 
in operation in the Dominion; the men now engaged in or available for 
research work ; the raw materials required for Canadian industries; the by- 
products produced but not at present utilised ; and other information required 
in the development of the Council's work. 


Establishment of Fellowships. 


[In order to provide a body of men who have been thoroughly trained in 
science and its application to industry, the Council will recommend the 
establishment of twenty or more studentships and fellowships in Canadian 
universities and technical schools. Arrangements will also be made by 
which, after graduating, men will be placed in one or other of the great 
manufacturing establishments, and they will thus be fitted to aid in the 
development of the industries of the Dominion, 


Industrial Research Bureaux. 

In order to furnish direct assistance to the manufacturing industries of 
Canada at once the Council are recommending the establishment at certain 
of the great industrial centres of the Dominion, such as Toronto, Montreal, 
and Winnipeg, in co-operation with the Provincial Governments or other 
bodies, of industrial research bureaux, where a complete set of technical 
magazines and trade journals will be available, and where technical staffs, pro- 
vided with suitable and properly equipped laboratories, will assist manufac. 
turers in solving problems which present themselves in factories or works. 

[n addition to these broad general movements for the advancement of tlie 
industries of the Dominion, the Council have decided to examine carefully a 
number of specific projects which have been submitted to them, and which 
appear to give promise of yielding valuable results. They have also decided 
to recommend that work should be at once started upon certain of these 
projects, of which two may be mentioned, as follows :— 


Fuel Supply for the Western Provinces. 

The first has for its object the provision of an adequate supply of good fuel 
for the western plains, more especially in the Provinces of Saskatchewan and 
Manitoba. There are in the former Province large supplies of lignite, of 
comparatively little value for domestic or manufacturing purposes. The 
Council, however, believe that by a special treatment there may be produced 
from this lignite two grades of briquetted fuel, one similar in character to 
anthracite or hard coal, and the other resembling soft coal in general 
character; and that at the same time very valuable by-products may be 
secured. The Department ot Mines and the Commission of Conservation 
have already carried out a good deal of investigation in connection with this 
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Industrial and NSecientijic Research in Canada.

problem, and the former Department is now making some turther studies 
for the Council. If they give satisfactory results, the Council will advise 
that an experimental plant be erected to turn out this fuel on a com- 
mercial scale. 

Preservation of Forests. 

The Council have recommended that certain investigations into the forests 
of Eastern Canada be at once carried out, through the Forestry Branch of 
the Department of the Interior, to ascertain which of the methods of forest 
management can best be applied to the Canadian forests for the purpose 
of averting the destruction which now threatens them, and of making 
them a great and permanent source of wealth to the people of the Dominion.

UNITED KINGDOM TRADE WITH CANADA AND 
NEWFOUNDLAND. 


Visit of H.M. Trade Commissioner. 

In accordance with the practice that has been established for H.M. Trade 
Commissioners in the British Self-Governing Dominions to visit the United 
Kingdom officially from time to time, so that manufacturers and merchants 
may have the opportunity of consulting them on any matters connected with 
their business, or of obtaining information as to the possibilities of extending 
their trade, H.M. Trade Commissioner in Canada and Newfoundland (Mr. C. 
Hamilton Wickes) is now in this country, and has already interviewed a 
number of firms at the Oflices of the Department of Commercial Intelligence 
of the Board of Trade, and at the Chambers of Commerce in Bristol. Cardiff, 
Wolverhampton, Walsall, Stoke, Manchester, Liverpool, Dublin, and 
Belfast. 

Mr. Hamilton Wickes is continuing his tour to those trade and industrial 
centres in the Provinces which have been decided upon as most advantageous 
to visit in view of the applications that have been received from firms in or 
near those centres and from Chambers of Commerce. He is in attendance at 
Loudonderry during the remainder of this week, and afterwards will attend 
at the Chambers of Commerce at Glasgow, Edinburgh, Newcastle. Leeds, 
Bradford, Huddersfield, Sheffield, Derby, Nottingham, Leicester, Coventry 
and Birmingham, in the order named. 





AGENCIES IN SOUTH AFRICA. 
Separate Agents should be appointed for Rhodesia. 

H.M. Trade Commissioner in South Africa (Mr. W. G. Wickham) 
writes, under date 19th March, pointing out that it is desirable for British 
manufacturers, in appointing agents in South Africa, to obtain separate rep- 
resentation for Rhodesia. ‘There are doubtless cases, Mr. Wickham says, 
where an agent can cover Rhodesia as well as the Union: but when a close 
study of local needs and an intimate knowledge of local personalities are 
required, then it is a serious mistake not to treat Rhodesia as a separate 
territory for the purposes of trade representation. The fact is perhaps not 
appreciated that in order to journey from the Union to Rhodesia it 1s 
necessary tu go either by sea to Beira, or to travel from the sparsely popula- 
ted ‘Transvaal border at Mafeking. The latter route means an expensive and 
somewhat tedious journey of 24 hours’ duration, through 500 miles of almost 
uninhabited country and without a single village ex route at which it is worth 
while to break the trip. The stations arefor the most part mere sidings. 
There are only three trains a week over this line. (D.C.1. 20,999.) 
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ENEMY FIRMS IN SOUTH AFRICA. 
Firms Ordered to be Wound Up. 

H.M. ‘rade Commissioner in South Africa calls attention to notices 
published in the Union of South Africa ‘‘ Government Gazette” of 16th 
March, to the effect that the Union Government have ordered the following 
enemy firms to be wound up, under paragrapb (6) of sub-section (2) of 
section two of the Trading with the Enemy Act :— 





Liederkranz Club, Limited. 
Max Rosenblum and Alfred H. Gatz, trading under the style of firm of 
J. Rosenblum & Son. 


In this connection it is notified that H.M. Trade Commissioner has for- 
warded a copy of a Special Report of the Custodian of Enemy Property in 
the Union, dated 19th March, 1917, from which it appears that,in addition 
to the firms noted above and those noted on p. 6 of the “ Board of Trade 
Journal” of 12th April last, the Berg Hardware Co., of Kast London, has 
also been ordered to be wound up. 

The above-mentioned copy of the Special Report, which contains returns 
of enemy businesses and enemy subjects interested in businesses, a return of 
the property of enemies, and a return of limited liability companies showing 
enemy interests, may be consulted by British firms interested at the De ppart- 
ment of Commercial Intelligence, 75, Basinghall Street, London, E.C.

NEW CAPITAL ISSUES IN DENMARK IN 1916. 


H.M. Minister at Copenhagen writes, under date 9th March, that a recent 
number of the monthly bulletin published by the Danish Statistical Depart- 
ment contains an article in regard to new capital issues in Denmark 
during the year 1916. In normal times, the article says, from ten to 
twenty capital issues take place annually. In 1915 this number had risen 
to thirty-two and in 1916 it reached a total of one hundred and fifty-one. Of 
these issues only four were in respect of debentures. The remaining one 
hundred and forty-seven were issues of ordinary shares distributed as follows, 
the number of new companies included in each category being indicated by 
the figures within brackets :—Banks, 20 (0); Insurance companies, 5 (3) ; 
Trading companies, 8 (1); Industrial companies, 43 (12); Shipbuilding com- 
panies, 11 (7); Steamship companies, 26 (11); Sailing and motor ship 
companies, 13 (12); Fishing companies, 15 (12) ; and other companies, 8 (2).

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ITALO-FRENCH AND ITALO-SPANISH ECONOMIC 
RELATIONS. 
Formation in Italy of Corporations for Promoting Trade. 


H.M. Embassy in Rome reports, under date 8th April, that a new Italo- 
French combination has been constituted in Rome, under the name of the 
“ Unione Industriale Italo-F'rincese,” for the purpose of promoting a more 
intimate and effective economic relationship between the two countries. 

The capital of the combination is for the present limited to 10,000,000 lire 
(about £400,000), with power to increase it to 20,000,000 lire (about £800,000). 
The Council of Administration is composed of 18 members, half of them 
being French and half Italian. The number may be increased to 20 if 
the necessity arises to add representatives of industries other than those 
mentioned below. 

The headquarters of the new enterprise are at Rome; a branch may 
be opened later in Paris, and others in the chief commercial centres of 
France and Italy. It is announced that over forty of the most prominent 
metallurgical, electrical, silk, tanning and other industrial firms of the two 
countries have already joined the “ Unione.” 


[n another despatch, dated 13th April, H.M. Embassy in Rome reports 
that an Italo-Spanish Committee has recently been inaugurated in Rome for 
the purpose of developing commercial relations between Italy and Spain, 
with particular reference to after-war conditions. 

Ata meeting of this Committee held in Rome it was announced that a 
Spanish mission composed especially of commercial and industrial experts, 
will visit the principal towns of Italy from about the middle of May onwards. 
The mission will study the possibilities of Italo-Spanish trade with a 
view to the conclusion of agreements for the period following the con- 
clusion of peace. The meeting discussed the questions of establishing 
sample exhibitions in Italy and Spain and of organising information bureaux 
for turthering trade relations between the two countries. It is proposed to 
publish a special journal in Italian and Spanish with a view to maintaining 
and improving the good relations of the two countries and also to increasing 
the solidarity of the -Latin races in South America. In this latter 
connection, H.M. Embassy adds, it is reported that a Brazilian Chamber of 
Commerce is likely to be formed at Genoa. (D.C.1. 21,727.) 





FOREIGN TRADE OF PHILIPPINE ISLANDS IN. 1916, 


The Department of Commercial Intelligence has received a copy of a state- 
ment of the foreign trade of the Philippine Islands during the calendar year 
1916, issued by the Bureau of Insular Affairs, Washington, from which the 
following particulars have been taken :— 

Imports.—It appears that war conditions and high prices were ruling 
factors in a depressed import trade of the Philippine Islands in 1916. ‘The 
velue of imports in that year amounted to 45,496,338 dols., as compared with 
49,512,184 dols. in 1915. 

‘oodstuffs.—There was a very general decline in imports of foodstutts. 
Australian flour was imported to the value of over 250,000 dols. The quantity 
of fresh beef imported was reduced by nearly one-half,as compared with 1915; 
and though still obtained chiefly from Australia, the China coast supply 
was aclose second. Imports of foodstuffs for animals were also much reduced, 
owing partly to the freight situation and also to the growing output of coco- 
nut cake, the by-product of the new local coconut oil industry. 

Cotton textiles—Imports of cotton textiles declined in value from over 
8,500,000 dols. in 1915 to 6,000,000 dols. in 1916.—the lowest figure for many 
vears. This decline is qualified in a measure by the fact that the trade of 1916 
was the largest ever recorded. ‘The reduced total was chiefly at the expense of 
American textiles, which, during the war, have increasingly dominated the 
market and constituted over 80 per cent. of this trade in 1916. British 
fabrics, which controlled the market prior to 1909, continued the steady 
decline of previous years and constituted only about 10 per cent. of the 
trade in 1916. Cotton yarns, like textiles, showed higher prices and reduced 
quantities, and were imported as heretofore chiefly from Japan.

Imports from the U nited Sta ites constituted o0 per cent. sal all anginal as 
against 53 per cent. in the previous year. Japan continued to profit by the 
favourable conditions created by the war for the supply of the Islands’ needs. 

Exports.—The value of exports from the Philippine Islands in 1916 
amounted to 69,957,183 dols., as compared with 53,815,004 dols. in 1915, an 
increase of over 16,000,000 dols. For this increase exports of sugar and 
hemp were mainly responsible, there having been a record production of the 
former, and exceptionally high prices for hemp. 

Copra.—The quantity of copra exported in 1916 amounted to little more 
than half that of the previous year owing to unseasonabie weather. 

Sugar.—The sugar production in 1916 was the highest in the history of the 
Philippine Islands. Centrifugal and high-grade sugars, the product of recent 
mill installations, are beginning to assume considerable importance in the 
trade. 
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Tobacco.—Shipments of leaf tobacco showed a 60 per cent. increase in 
quantity over 1915 and established a new record in the export trade. In 
the cigar trade there was also marked activity. 

Other industries.—Minor manufacturing industries, such as embroideries, 
hats, pearl buttons, and lumber, all shared in the general export prosperity 
of 1916.

The total estimated value of the output of coal in British India in 1915 
was 56,700,000 rupees, as against 58,600,000 rupees in the previous year. 
The average value of coal per ton at the pit’s mouth was 2 rupees 15 annas 
in 1911, and 3 rupees 5 annas in 1915. Indian coal has a lower value at 
the pit’s mouth than the coal of any other country, but it should be borne 
in mind that in India the coal now being worked is comparatively near the 
surface. 

‘The growth of the coal-mining industry in British India may be roughly 
gauged by the number of joint-stock coal companies at work, and by their 
aggregate amount of paid-up capital. ‘The total amount of capital employed 
in the industry cannot be stated, as reports relating to capital are only 
received from joint-stock companies. There were on 3lst March, 1916, 142 
joint-stock companies at work in Bengal and two in Bihar and Orissa. 
These companies accounted for 77 per cent. of the total output of the 
coal-fields in those Provinces in 1915. Outside the above-mentioned 
Provinces there were only six joint-stock companies at work during the 
year. The total number of the joint-stock companies engaged in the coal- 
mining industry in British India in 1915-16 was, therefore, 150, with a 
paid-up capital of 75,200,000 rupees, which figures may be compared with 
66 companies with a paid-up capital of 26,000,000 rupees in 1906-7.

Vomm186100. and report upon (a) the resources, indnstries and 
capacities of the Province of Ontario in connection with nickel and its ores, 
and (b) a just and equitable system of taxation of the mines, minerals and 
mineral industries of the Province. ‘The following summary of the con- 
clusions of the Commission is taken from the Report :— 

The two questions that have been uppermost in the numerous discussions 
that have taken place concerning Ontario's nickel industry during the last 
twenty-five years are: (1) Can nickel be economically retined in Ontario; 
and (2) Are the nickel deposits of Ontario of such a character that this 
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CANADA—continued. 


Province can compete successfully as a nickel producer with any other 
country? It will be seen that the Commissioners have no hesitation in 
answering both of these questions in the affirmative. 

The Commissioners are of opinion that :— 

(1) The nickel ore deposits of Ontario are much more extensive and offer 
better facilities for the production of nickel at a low cost than do those of 
any other country. Nickel-bearing ores occur in many parts of the world, 
but the great extent of the deposits in this Province, their richness and 
uniformity in metal contents, and the success of the industry, point strongly 
to the conclusion that Ontario nickel has little to fear from competition. 

(2) Any of the processes now in use for refining nickel could be success- 
fully worked in Ontario, and conditions and facilities are at least as good in 
this Province as in any other part of Canada. 

(3) In view of the fact that practically no chemicals are required, that 
there is a much more complete saving of the precious metals, especially 
platinum and palladium, and that electric power is cheap and abundant, the 
most satisfactory method of refining in Ontario will be the electrolytic. 

(4) The refining of nickel in Ontario will not only benefit the nickel 
industry, but will promote the welfare of existing branches of the chemical 
and metallurgical industries, and lead to the introduction of other branches. 

(5) The methods employed at the Ontario plants of the two operating nicke! 
companies are modern and efticient, although there are differences in both 
mining and smelting practice. It is the consistent policy of both companies 
to adopt all modern improvements in plant or treatment. Even during the 
present time of acute pressure the Canadian Copper Company has materially 
increased its output without substantial enlargement of its plant, and the 
losses in smelting are less both at Copper Cliff and the Mond plant at Conis- 
ton than they were a year ago. ‘These companies have each had their 
experimental stage, neither has asked nor received any Government assistance, 
and both have earned the success which they have achieved. 

(6) The present system of mining taxation in Ontario is Just and equitable 
and in the public interest, and is the best system for this Province. Any 
question of change is rather one of rate than of principle. 

Experiments have been undertaken by the Commission in the production 
of nickel-copper-steel direct from Sudbury ore, and also in the electrolytic 
refining of nickel. Certain improvements in the latter process have been 
made the subject of application, on behalf of the Government of Ontario, for 
patents in Canada, the United States and Great Britain. 

The following matters are dealt with in the fourteen chapters into which 
the Report is divided:—The agitation for the home refining of nickel; 
historical sketch of nickel discoveries; the operating nickel companies; 
nickel deposits of the world; the properties and uses of nickel and its com- 
pounds; non-ferrous alloys; nickel steel and other alloys of nickel containing 
iron; smelting nickel ores; refining processes; recovery cf metals of the 
platinum group; the recovery and utilisation of sulphur; statistics of nickel 
production; taxation of mines; and a bibliography of nickel. 

Mr. Field has also forwarded a copy of an Appendix to the Report, which 
contains the testimony of witnesses who appeared before the Commission 
with regard to the questions under investigation, together with memoranda, 
written arguments, and other papers submitted by those interested in the 
Commission's proceedings.

In connection with the foregoing, Mr. Field has forwarded a copy of a Bill 
Proposed to amend the Mining Tax Act of Ontario, which the 
Amendment of the Government of Ontario has presented to the Provincial 
Mining Tax Act Legislature. Briefiy, this Bill proposes that in respect 
of Ontario of every mine in Ontario, the annual profits of which 
; exceed 10,000 dols., there shall be paid an annual tax to 
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be computed as follows :—(a) 5 per cent. on profits up to 5,000,000 dols. ; (6) 
6 per cent. on profits in excess of 5,000,000 dols. up to 10,000,000 dols.; (c) 7 
per cent. on profits in excess of 10,000,000 dols. up to 15,000,000 dols. ; and 
(d) on profits exceeding 15,000,000 dols. a percentage increasing with each 
additional 5,000,000 dols. in the same proportion as in the case of the second 
and third 5,000,000 dols. In the case of any nickel or nickel-copper mine 
it is proposed to make the taxes retrospective to lst January, 1915. 

The Bill also proposes an increase from 2 to 5 cents per acre in the acreage 


tax on mining lands. ‘I'his tax ig to be paid in future in respect of all mines 
instead of, as at present, in respect of those in territory without municipal 
organisation. (D.C.1. 21,146.)

The capital of the 
company is stated to be 600,000 kroner (about £33,000 at par), and, it is 
added, that peat moors will be purchased and manufacture begun as soon as 
possible. 





FRANCE (Madagascar). 


The Acting British Consul i Antananarivo (Mr. J. Helm Smith) reports, 
under date 7th March, that in view of the increased 
~*~ on value of graphite the tax on this mineral produced in 
sap , Madagascar has been doubled, 1.e., it has been increased 
from 5 frs. to 10 frs. per metric ton. 

Mr. Smith has also forwarded, under the same date, an extract from the 
“ Journal Officiel de Madagascar” giving the text of a Local Order, dated 
24th February, fixing, as from Ist April, at 400 frs. (instead of 200 frs. as 

formerly) the value per metric ton of graphite at the mine.

PORTUGAL. 


The “ Diario do Governo” (Lisbon) of 13th April publishes the text of a 
Exploitation of atin 677) regulating the exploitation of mines in 
New ss The Law provides that the right of ownership of 
* mines in Portugal belongs to the State, but that con- 
cessions for the exploitation of mineral deposits will be granted to both 
Portuguese and foreigners, provided that the latter subject themselves to 
Portuguese law in all matters arising out of the concessions. The deposits 
to which the Law refers are divided into three classes, viz.:—(1) metalli- 
ferous-mineral deposits; (2) deposits of graphite, anthracite, pit-coal, lignite, 
peat, asbestos, talc, rock salt, phosphates and nitrates; and (3) hydrocarbons 
and bituminous substances. 

Iron bearing lands not considered as mining areas, and quarries of 
whatever nature, may be freely exploited by the owner of the lands on 
which they exist, or with his consent, without applying for the authorisation 
of the Government, but the actual working of the deposits must be 
conducted in accordance with the official regulations for the working of 
quarries. . 

Any person, national or foreign, wishing to secure his right to the investi- 
gation of mineral deposits must present to the local Municipality a state- 
ment of identity and particulars as to the nature and location of the deposit. 
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When these particulars have been registered in the Municipal Council’s 
offices a period of 60 days will be granted to the applicant within which to 
apply to the Ministerio do Fomenio for a licence for carrying out investi- 
gations. When such investigations have been completed and a concession 
for the working of the deposits is required, the applicant must present to 
the Ministerio do Fomento plans of the workings and full particulars regard- 
ing the operations to be carried out. Such application must be made within 
a period of two years in the case of deposits classed above as (1) and (2), or 
within a period of four years in the case of (3). Work must be commenced 
within a period of three months from the date of the concession. 

The minimum area for a concession will be 20 hectares (about 50 acres). 
The concessionaire of a mine will not be able to cede his concession to another 
without the authorisation of the Government. 

Mining Taxes, etc—The Law also contains sections dealing with the 
imposition of mining taxes, the rights and privileges of concessionaires, the 
exportation and sale of minerals, etc.

An assurance was given that in 
all cases where the conditions were such as to make it impossible to resume 
work an extension would be allowed. 

Mine owners who are unable to operate and who have not applied for an 
extension of time should immediately make application for such extension. 
Application shonld be made, in the Spanish language, to the Ministry of 
Fomento, Mexico City, giving title, size, location, number and name of the 
property, together with the reasons for failure to work the property. Each 
application or petition should be accompanied by the last tax receipt, and 
should bear a Mexican documentary stamp. 





CHINA (Manchuria). 


H.M. Consul-General at Mukden (Mr. * E. ry agg ee: has forwarded a 
copy of a Supplement (in English) published with 
eo and t the lst March ce of the “ trend Daily News” 
~ hihe ” (Dairen), giving an account of the iron and coal mines 
encalnu. at Penchihu in the Mukden district. 
These mines, which belong to the Penchihu Colliery and Mining Co., a 
joint Chinese and Japanese company, are situated on the Mukden-Antung 
railway, 47 miles from Mukden. The present capital of the company is 
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0,200,000 yen. The first smelting furnace was installed at the beginning of 
1915, and at present the company is confining its activity to the manufacture 
of pig-iron. ‘The mining zone about Penchihu mainly consists of magnetite 
iron ore. The richer ore contains nearly 70 per cent. of iron, and there is 
stated to be a very large quantity of lower grade ore containing from 30 to 
40 per cent. of iron. 

The Penchihu coal seam is extensive, containing about eight workable 
layers of coal giving a total thickness of about 40 ft. At a rough estimate 
the seam may contain more than 200,000,000 tons, of which something like 
120,000,000 tons may admit of being mined. (D.C.I. 18,726.)

. centrated their whole endeavours in supplying the 

enormous demand for khaki blankets and underclothing for the forces. 
Manufacturing was exclusively from crossbred wools. 

The wool top making industry experienced a very busy seascn, and the two 
mills at Sydney were kept going at full capacity. 

Under the Commonwealth Bounties Act of 1907, bounties were payable on 
combed wool or tops exported from the Commonwealth, provided they were 
produced therein. The maximum amount of bounty paid may not exceed 
£10,000 per annum, but any unexpended sum not paid may be carried forward 
and be available for the following years. In the past five years the bounties 
earned have amounted to £56,000, and the establishment of the industry has 
now been placed on such a firm footing that some manufacturers feel quite 
independent of the payment of future bounties. 

A modern carbonising plant for the treatment of inferior wools is now 
being constructed at Syduey, and this, it is stated, will have a material 
effect on the values of very faulty wools, the bulk of which were treated, in 
pre-war times, in Belgium and Germany.

ARGENTINA.

NATIONAL INSURANCE (UNEMPLOYMENT) ACTS, 1911 TO 1916, 
UNEMPLOYMENT INSURANCE. 


Decisions by the Umpire. 


Pursuant to paragraph (5) of the Unemployment Insurance (Umpire) 
Regulations, the Minister of Labour hereby gives Notice of the following 
decisions by the Umpire on questions whether contributions are payable :— 


A. The Umpire has decided that contributions ARE PAYABLE in 
respect of :— 


2223X. Workmen engaged in the manufacture of uniforms for the British 
Red Cross Society (otherwise than to individual order). 
2224X. Workmen who are employed in an establishment carrying on any 
trade insured under the National Insurance (Part II.) (Munition Workers) 
Act, 1916, and who are engaged in shunting railway vehicles which are used 
mainly on the premises of the establishment. 
2225X. All classes of workmen, including woodworkers by hand, employed 
in the manufacture of portable apparatus for gymnastic use such as parallel 
bars, vaulting horses, appliances for muscular exercises and similar articles 
under contract with the Admir alty, War Otfice, British Red Cross Society 
or otherwise for use in war. 
2226X. Workmen engaged in the manufacture, installation and repair of 
instruments for sending or receiving sound under water. 
2227X. Workmen engaged wholly or mainly in :— 
(1) making briar pipe bowls by machinery ; 
(2) making, including bending and polishing, vulcanite mouth- 
pieces for pipes ; 
(3) fitting stems to briar pipes; 
(4) finishing and polishing briar pipes. 
2228X. Workmen engaged wholly or mainly in making metal mounts for 
pipes, sticks, etc. 
2231X. Workmen engaged wholly or mainly in making leather covered, 
rubber lined tobacco pouches. 
2232X. Workmen engaged in cutting small dies for jewellery. 
2233X. Workmen engaged in the manufacture of metal scales for use by 
retail traders. 
2234X. Workmen engaged in preparing steel dies for medallists, hardening 
and stamping from them in various metals. 
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National Insurance (Unemployment) Acts, 1911 to 1916. 





2235X. Workmen engaged in :— 
(1) roasting zinc ore for the elimination of sulphur; 
(2) smelting or distillation of zinc ore for spelter. 
2236X. Workmen engaged in making musical instruments of metal and 
metal parts of musical instruments. 
2237X. Workmen engaged in the manufacture of electrical cooking and 
heating apparatus. 
2238X. Workmen engaged in making and fitting brushes of metal. 


B. The Umpire has decided that contributions ARE NOT PAYABLE 
in respect of :— 

2229. Workmen engaged wholly or mainly in fixing metal mounts on to 
pipes, sticks and other articles which are not intended for use in war. 

2230. Workmen (other than leather workers) engaged wholly or mainly in 
making wooden tobacco pipe cases by hand. 

2240. Workmen (vuther than sawmillers or machine woodworkers) engaged 
in making or repairing wooden guards for domestic washing machines. 

2241. Workmen engaged in making by hand portable dog kennels and 
poultry appliances of wood. 

2242. Workmen engaged in the construction by hand of wooden vats for 
brewers. 

2243. Workmen making by hand salt moulds and wooden tools for use in 
the manufacture of salt. 

2244. Workmen engaged in the manufacture of wooden barrows (one- 
wheeled) by hand. 

2245. Workmen employed by a firm of dyers and cleaners, and engaged 
wholly or mainly in making and repairing by hand movable woodwork, such 
as dye baths, tables, benches, frames, vats, racks, &c., not being fittings of 
wood of a kind commonly forming part of the construction or decoration of 
buildings, or used in the manufacture of munitions of war. 

2246. Workmen engaged in making by hand wooden pheasant coops and 
gates for fields. 

2247, Workmen engaged in delivering or removing safes. 

2248. Workmen (other than those engaged in sawmilling or machine wood- 
work) engaged in the work of handling, preparing and creosoting telegraph 
poles and other timber. 


Note.—Decisions in which the Umpire has decided that contributions are 
payable under the National Insurance (Part il.) (Munition Workers) Act, 
1916, are indicated by the letter X at the end of the number, e.g., 1554X. 
Contributions under these decisions are payable as from the 4th September, 
1916. 

Where no reference is given to an Application, the question has been 
decided by the Umpire, without notice, as a matter not admitting of reason- 
able doubt, in accordance with paragraph (2) of the Unemployment Insurance 
(Umpire) Regulations. 

Decisions relating to individual workmen which raise no question of 
general interest, or which merely apply a principle laid down in a previous 
decision, are not published.
